Hurley wJis about forty years old 
nnd for llftwn years had been a fa­ 
miliar figure about tincksonville. I’’««* 
years ho had iMsen an employe in 
various city departments and had 
for long i»eiiod«i been in tho employ 
of Mr. Urown. 
For nearly a year 
ago when on drunken sprees he bad 
given evidence of an unfriendly I’c m,*! 
ing for Mr. Hrown, who had often 
hefriendei! Iiim. .In these drunken 
debauches bo sometimes worked him 
self up to a condition of fer<H*ity and 
only a month ago be Is known to 
have nuido throats against the life 
of Rlr. Ilrjown. 
At that time after 
bis drunken 
spreo friends of Mr. 
Ilrowu warned him and it is under­ 
stood tfuit Mr. Itrown and Hurley 
wiUi one or two friends present as 
witnesses held a short conference.

T hought So, T oo” and *'\Ve A re For

The lone Roosevelt 
delegate was tied and blindfolded. 


Roosevelt, clad in a cowbay outfit, 
followed quickly. 
After exclaiming 
“ Ijiars” he threw' his h a t into the 
audience. Then he described a chalk 
ring on the stage and threw another 
h at into it. 
In snaj)i)y sentences he 
explained «he was not a candidate for 
the nom ination and th a t if he ac­ 
cepted it, he would have to force 
him self to do so.

Iteed, is still detained in 
Washiiiiiion by his duties in congress, 
if another ¡lostponement is asked for 
and granted the ca.se will ¡irobably 
not come up until after the adojurn- 
nicnt of congre.ss^ 


At the iir.st trial. In the spring of 
1911», Dr. Hyde was found guilt<y and 
was Bentenced to iniiirisonment for 
life, but a new 
trial was 
granted, 
which came up last year. 
Hyde’s 
second trial ended abruptly when 
H;u*ry 'Waldron, one of the jurors es- 
caiied from the m arshals. 
The third 
trial was to begin on .Ian. 2, 1012, 
(but at the request of the prosecntion, 
it was postponed until May 27, In 
the hope that by th a t time Senator 
Reed would )>e at leisure to give his 
attention to the case. 


Dr. H. Clark Hyde had been an- 
d er suspicion in connection with tho 
m ysterious illness and deaths in the 
Swope family ever since the death of 
Colonel Thomas H. Swope on Oct. 3, 
IliO.lK 
Tho death of Colonel Swopo 
followed soon after he had suffered a 
severe convulsion and this convulsion 
it was charged l)y the m em bers of tho 
Swope family followed Immediately 
after the adm inistration of a capsule 
given by direction of Dr. Hyde. 
Dr. 
Hyde said It was a digestive tablet. 


It was ¡iroved at tho trial th at Dr. 
Hyde had purchased oynide of potas­ 
sium in live grain capsules. 
Dr.Hydo 
claimed ho bouglit tho cynldo caii- 
sules to kill roaches in his office. 


Two days liefore the death of Col­ 
onel Swope,'Moss Hunton, a cousin of 
tho nilllionaire philanthropist, died 
in the Swopo homo , following 
a 
stroke of apoplexy. 
Dr. Hyde and 
Dr. G. T. Twyman of Independenco 
treated Hunton. 
The i)atieni 
was 
inled profusely, it is charged, at tho 
suggestion of Dr. Hyde, 
lleglning 
early in -DecembGr, an epidemic of 
tyjihold fever broke out in the Swope 
household, during which ten mem- 
bcrs of the fam ily were stricken and 
one, Chrisman Swojie, a brother of 
Dr. 'Hyde’s wife, died. 


Chrisman died after taking a cap­ 
sule given at Dr. H yde’s direction and 
after suffering a convulsion similar' 
to the one th at 
atacked 
Cdlonel 
Swope. 
M argaret Swope, C hrism an’s 
sister, 
was also treated 
liy 
Dr. 
Hyde, liad a convulsion after taking 
a capsule, but sho was ,given an om- 
otic at oncc by Dr. TvVyman, and r e ­ 
covered. 


In all 'Dr. Hyde was indicted on 
eleven counts, the re g a in in g indict­ 


ments charging him with .trying to 
m urder members of tho Swope family 
by introducing typhoid germs anti 
poisons Into tho medicines adm inis­ 
tered hy him.
